Some voters to be shifted, 
some to new polling locations 


WILMINGTON - As a result 
of the 2010 Census, 
Wilmington will be undergo- 
ing some voter precinct 
realignment. Town Clerk 
Sharon George presented the 
Board of Selectmen with the 
draft version of a new 
Precinct map on Monday 
night. The new map (which 
may be viewed on page 16 of 
this newspaper) includes 
shifting to accommodate pop- 
ulation growth that has 
occurred since the 2000 
Census. 

Voter precincts in towns 
within the Commonwealth 


may not contain more than 
4,000 voters. With a popula- 
tion of 21,363, according to the 
2000 Census, the town is bro- 
ken down into six precincts. 
According to the 2010 Census, 
the Town of Wilmington’s 
population is now 22,325, 
which does not represent 
enough growth to alter the 
total number of precincts. It 
does, however, necessitate 
realignment to maintain 
equality amongst the 
precincts.

Local business supports Relay Memorial Day 


Wilmington’s Relay For Life fund raiser boasts low overhead costs 


WILMINGTON - Once again 
this summer the community 
will come together for the 
Relay For Life at Wilmington 
High School. On June 17th, 
they will celebrate and raise 
funds for the American 
Cancer Society. Planning and 
supporting this party event 
has been a combined effort of 
many people. Because of 
that, there has been success 
in many ways. 

One success has been in the 


area of expenses. Last year’s’ 


overhead cost for the Relay 
For Life of Wilmington was 
only 3.7 percent of its total 
fundraising effort. That’s 
less than half of the Relay 
national average, which is 
nine percent. 

If they were included in a 
recent special report by 
Forbes, they would receive 
glowing remarks as well. The 
Wilmington Relay For Life 
has a funding efficiency of 


96.3 percent, as compared 
with the report’s national 
average of 89 percent. 
Fundraising efficiency indi- 
cates the share of gifts less 

The Relay Planning 
Committee attributes their 
success to the generosity of 
local businesses. Strong 
community support from both 
Wilmington and nearby 
Tewksbury keeps the event’s 
costs minimal. Food and bev- 


erages come from various 
sources and are a definite 
asset. Each year there is a 
Survivors’ Dinner which hon- 
ors those who courageously 
fight back against cancer. 
And each year Rocco’s 
Restaurant provides all of the 
food for the 70 plus survivors 
who attend. Frito Lay also 
makes snack donations each 
year. At midnight, there is a 
Pizza Party, which will be

Discussion of Model School 
is premature, says MSBA

WILMINGTON - In recent 
weeks the Crier has covered 
progression of the Feasibility 
Study for Wilmington High 
School, including interest in 
joining the model school pro- 
gram. Right now the 
Massachusetts School 
* Building Authority says dis- 
cussion about the model 
school program is premature, 
and will be so until the high 
school building committee 
has completed the feasibility 
study phase. 
The MSBA’s Model Schools 
Program adapts and re-uses 


design elements from suc- 
cessfully constructed schools 
thus simplifying the design 
process, reducing the amount 
of time projects spend in the 
design phase, and lowering 
design fees. Working with 
plans from a_ previously 
designed Model School allows 
projects to begin construction 
faster and reduces construc- 
tion costs for the project. 
Using a model school, 
according to the MSBA, can 
save a year of design work. 
The Sciarappa farm site in 
North Wilmington remains 
an area of interest for at least 


one resident - former candi- 
date for selectman, Mark 
Nelson. Nelson has gone 
public with a petition drive to 
ultimately acquire the prop- 
erty for use as a new high 
school. While the farm is not 
for sale, despite efforts by the 
town to inquire into the avail- 
ability of the site, the High 
School Building Committee 
already rejected the site as a 
potential ‘area for any new 
high school. 

The building committee 
announced at its last public 
forum that a new building 
would remain in the present 


A look back at Wilmington of yesteryear... 


The Tavern, from 
Harnden to Hathaway

WILMINGTON - For nearly 
40 years, the Harnden Tavern 
has been the property of the 
Town of Wilmington. The 
town took the property by 
eminent domain in 1973, as a 
historical property. Prior to 
that, for about 30 years, it was 
the home of Dr. Rounds, a 
dentist with a practice in 
Malden. But 100 years ago, it 
was known as the Maria 
Hathaway place, or Ridge Hill 
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Farm. 

The Harnden Tavern name, 
of course, predates the 
Hathaway name by 100 years. 
Built about 1770 by Abel or 
Ebenezer Jones, it was soon 
sold to Joshua Harnden, and 
it was he who kept a tavern 
there. He died in 1807, and his 
widow in 1816. Dr. Silas 
Brown bought the tavern in 
1818 with 300 acres, and it 
remained in his family until 
1943. 

Dr. Brown had a large fami- 
ly, four daughters and five 
sons. The oldest, John Huse 
Brown in 1831 married 
Charlotte Stimson and set- 
tled in the Mill House at Nod 
Mill, a half-mile east of the 
Harnden Tavern, where they 
‘raised eight children. He was 
badly injured in 1852 when 
the house was burned. His 


family moved ° to 
Philadelphia, while John 
Brown remained in 


Wilmington, under his 


father’s care. One of John’s 
daughters, Maria, married 
Francs Ebenezer Hathaway. 
Their granddaughter, the 
late Alice Dillaway, explained 
the marriage in Tales of the 
Harnden Tavern, which is the 
source for some of this story. 
Hathaway came from 
Enfield, a town in central 
Massachusetts later taken for 
the Quabbin Reservoir. He 
went to work for a Boston 
shoe merchant, Hiram 
Colburn, who had married 
Anna Brown, daughter of Dr. 
Brown. Anna’s brother, Dr 
Jonathan Brown married 
Olive Carter of Wilmington, 
daughter of Eldad Carter, 
who lived on Shawsheen 
Avenue. Through Colburn, 
Francis Hathaway _ met 


Olive’s sister, Lydia, whom he — 


married. 

It was also through Colburn 
that the Browns became 
Swedeborgians, explained in

BUSINESS MILEAGE 
RATES FOR THIS YEAR 
In response to rising gasoline 


prices, the Internal Revenue 
Service has raised some of the 
standard mileage rates for 2011. If 
prices continue to rise, they may 
raise the rates again. 

The standard mileage rate for 
business driving is 51 cents a mile. 
This applies to cars, vans and pick- 
up or panel trucks, owned or 
leased, and, for the first time, to 
vehicles for hire, such as taxicabs. 
Parking fees and tolls are 
deductible in addition. 

Generally, this allowance is avail- 
able for businesses with four or 
fewer vehicles, though this may 
change. If a vehicle was placed in 
service this year, the standard rate 
can be used in lieu of deducting 
actual expenses and depreciation, 
but if any method other than the 
standard rate was used for older 
vehicles, see a professional to 
determine what or how to deduct 

If employees are reimbursed for 
business use of their own vehicles

Career in the Air Force; electrician 


WILMINGTON - Alvan W.

- $4.5 million to create a 
Municipal Relief Fund, $3.5 
million of which the AG’s 
Office will distribute to 
municipalities, after paying a 
statutory share to the 
whistleblowers who brought 
the matter to the govern- 
ment’s attention; 

- Two payments totaling $2 
million for civil penalties 
arising from multiple envi- 
ronmental violations; 

- $500,000 donation to the 
Massachusetts Natural 
Resource Damages Trust; 
and 

- $500,000 for a supplemen- 
tal environmental project or 
projects, to be approved by 
MassDEP and the AGO, 
designed to improve the envi- 
ronment in the vicinity of 
Wheelabrator facilities. 

The Muncipal Relief Fund 
arose out of the Attorney 
General’s contention that

Wheelabrator’s environmen- 
tal violations at the two facil- 
ities created liability to the 
municipalities who paid 
Wheelabrator for services.

In addition to the monetary 
component of the May 2 set- 
tlement, Wheelabrator must 
immediately hire an indepen- 
dent environmental auditor 
to monitor the company’s 
compliance with environ- 
mental regulations. The 
company will be subject to 
unannounced inspections by 
the auditor for the next three 
years. 

This case is the result of a 
comprehensive investigation 
that was conducted by the 
Massachusetts 
Environmental Strike Force 
in response to credible infor- 
mation provided to the 
Attorney General’s office by 
whistleblowers. 

The Massachusetts 
Environ-mental Strike Force 
is an interagency unit, which 
is overseen by AG Coakley, 
MassDEP Commissioner 
Kimmell and Energy and 
Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Richard Sullivan. 
The Strike Force is compris- 
es prosecutors from the 
Attorney General’s Office, 
Environmental Police and 
State Police Officers 
assigned to the Attorney 
General’s Office, and attor- 
neys, investigators and engi- 
neers from the MassDEP. 
The Strike Force investigates 
and prosecutes cases involv- 
ing harm or risk to the 
state’s water, air or land, and 
that pose a significant threat 
to human health.

The Tavern, from Harnden to Hathaway 
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the recent Town Crier story 
about Dr. Silas Brown. 

Dr. Jonathan Brown became 
a surgeon in the Civil War, 
only to return home with 
malaria, and then tuberculo- 
sis, from which he died in 
1867. 

With Colburn’s encourage- 
ment, Francis Hathaway 
opened a shoe store in 

Boston, in Dock Square, near 
Faneuil Hall. By the time it 
“closed in 1930, it was the old- 
est shoe store in Boston. For 
a few years, Francis and 
Lydia Hathaway lived in 
South Boston. - 

In 1872, there was a serious 
fire in Boston. The 
Hathaways packed everything 
into a wagon and fled the city. 
They went to Tewksbury, to 
live with Olive Carter Brown, 
widow of Dr. Jonathan 
Brown. Lydia was quite ill. 
Olive cared for her until she 
died. 

Maria Brown and her broth- 

_er William at this point had 
returned to the family home- 
stead in Wilmington. After 

Lydia Hathaway’s death, 

Maria married Francis E. 

Hathaway, becoming step- 

mother to two children, 

Frank and Hattie. Maria and 

Francis subsequently had two 

children of their own, John 
and George. George went to 


Harvard Medical School and 
became a Navy medic. John 
also went to Harvard and 
became an attorney. He 
served on the Wilmington 
School Committee for many 
years. 

Francis (Frank) 7. 
Hathaway went into the shoe 
business with his father. 
Together they invented the 
first arch-support — shoe, 
patented as the “Hathaway 
Drop-Instep Shoe” and the 
Boston Garter. The 
Hathaways also had sold 
footwear to the Boston Police 
Dept. 

Francis Hathaway would 
take the train home to 
Wilmington on Saturday 
nights with the week’s 
receipts in a shoebox under 
his arm. 

Francis and Maria 
Hathaway lived for many 
years on Dartmouth Street in 
Boston. In 1902; they bought 
Silas Brown, Jr’s share of the 
Harnden Tavern. They named 
the place Ridge Hill Farm, 
also referred to as Ridgefield 
Farm. They rebuilt the barn, 
which stood near Woburn 
Street, north of the tavern. 
They also built a carriage 
house, close to Salem Street. 
That building is still standing, 
but the barn burned in 1929. 

Francis E. Hathaway died 


in 1907. Maria kept the farm 
going, and it became known 
as the Maria Hathaway 
house. The land was split, 
with George taking the land 
west of Woburn Street, and 
John the land on the east 
side, including the land that 
is now Hathaway Acres.

Fenway Run

Running in a 9K road race 
may not be the easiest task 
that Kristen Emde has ever 
conquered, but it’s certainly 
a whole lot easier than 
fighting at war in Iraq or 

Afghanistan. 

This past Sunday, the 
Wilmington resident partici- 
pated in the annual Run to 
Home Base 9K at Fenway 
Park, presented by the Red 
Sox Foundation. Each year, 
the Run to Home Base hon- 
ors our nation’s heroic vet- 
erans and raises money to 
provide clinical care, educa- 
tion, research and commu- 
nity outreach to the many 
veterans returning from 
Iraq and Afghanistan with 
combat stress an traumatic 
brain injuries as well as to 
their families. 

Emde said she learned to 
really appreciate all the 
hard work of our nation’s 
servicemen and women, as 
she raced through the 
‘Streets of Boston. 

“Running the race is noth- 
ing. Even though it’s hard to 
run the race, if you just 
think about [what the sol- 
diers go through], it makes 
the race so much easier,” 
the 26-year old said. 

Emde decided to run the 
race when she heard about 
a team that was being put 
together through Mass 
General, where she works 
as the administrative assis- 
tant for the care manage- 
ment program. She said 
when she found out they 
were sponsoring a team in 
the Run to Home Base race, 
she figured it was a great 
cause to run for, and decid- 
ed to join. 

Emde _ attended high 
school at Austin Prep, 
where she was a member of 
the cheerleading team, and 
then she attended Sacred 
Heart University in 
Connecticut. She had never 
really considered herself a 
runner. She only ran on 
occasion, but when she 
learned of this race, she fig- 
ured it would be a good 
chance for her to start run- 


ning. 

She trained for the race by 
working out at the gym, and 
hoped to finish the route in 
less than one hour. She 
came to accomplish that 
goal, as she finished with a 
time of 56:13. Beginning on 
Yawkey Way, Emde raced 
just about 5.6 miles through 
Boston, to the finish line: 
home plate in Fenway Park. 

This was Emde’s second 


time running the Run to 
Home Base race. She ran it 
for the first time last year, 
in 2010. It also was not the 
only road race she has ever 
run. She has participated in 
a road race in New York 
City in the past as well. But 
even though she has raced 
else where, she said it’s the 
cause she is running for that 
sets this race apart from 
anything else she has ever 
run. 

“The cause and [the fact 
that] there are a lot of mili- 
tary [participating sets it 
apart]. The stories they tell 
before are very inspira- 
tional, and it just brings the 
whole thing together.” 

She recalled one story in 
particular that was espe- 
cially moving and inspiring 
for her, as well as the many 
other runners who partici- 
pated. There was a story of 
a father whose son had 
passed away while fighting 
overseas. Last year, the 
father ran in the race, and 
without anyone knowing, he 
picked up some of the warn- 
ing track dirt at Fenway 
Park. After the race, he 


went to Lhis.soni. grace and. 


sprinkled it over ne. 

“That was probably the 
most inspirational story,” 
Emde said. “It brought 
tears to most of the runners’ 
eyes.” 

But another 
aspect was the Fenway fin- 
ish. 

“It’s the best view, and it 
makes you realize how awe- 
some it is for the Red Sox to 


play in that park,” she told. | 


“I’m a huge Red Sox fan so 
to be able to do that [is 
great]. Everyone is cheer- 
ing for you as you come in. 
There’s even people out on 
the streets cheering for you 
as you come in, so it just 
makes you want to go 
faster.” 

But it wasn’t just the 
atmosphere that inspired 
Emde to keep going. She 
said the support from fellow 
runners, and especially the 
inspiration from seeing sol- 
diers run, was what really 
got her through. 

“There’s people that are 
out on the streets cheering 
for you, and there are so 
many people that, when 
people run by you that are 
active service men and 
women, it just makes you 
want to go faster,” she said. 
“Even the other runners 
cheer for each other, and if 
you start slowing down or 
anything, they pick you up 
and help you keep running.”

Listening leads 


to some ‘Godwinks’ 


When God winks, He is 
affirming that there is 
absolutely nothing about us 
that He does not know- our 
every hurt, our every desire. 
And that to me is very com- 
forting.”- Squire Russell, 
from his book ‘When God 
Winks at You.’ 


Four months on the beach 
in South Florida can give a 
guy plenty of time to con- 
template life. Long after 
that tan has faded to but a 
distant memory, a series of 
‘Godwinks’ surrounds the 
soul. Even this old, grizzled 
sports writer had to own up 
to the fact that he was truly 
blessed to have met people 
like Frank Kelley and 
Maralynn Mayer Johnson. 

First there was a friendly 
phone call. Maralynn had 
just finished reading my 
first book ‘Our Mr. Kelley-A 
Lifetime of Coaching and 
Caring.’ She liked the book 
very much thank you, and 
had begun to spread the 
word far and wide -- way 
wide of even Wilmington, 
where Kelley is so beloved 
that he could draw hundreds 
of people to the first book 
signing at Rocco’s 
Restaurant in late October. 
There were people who gave 
up that night and avoided a 
wait in the long line. 
Hopefully, anyone who left 
that line got to meet Mr. 
Kelley at the Wilmington 
Library, at the reunion of 
Gary Hastings’ Wilmington 
High School class or a 
retired teacher’s luncheon, 
not to mention a very nice 
gig with the men and women 
of the Wilmington Rotary 
Club. I’ve always said that 
meeting people like Frank 
Kelley and Maralynn 
Johnson is more than some 
simple connection - they are 
indeed events - or a new 
meaning about life that I 
latched on to between appli- 
cations of sun screen. 

While I was away dear 
readers I had the opportuni- 
ty to really read- read like 
back when I was in college - 
seven books in four months. 
One of the books I read was 
Squire Russell’s ‘When God 
Winks at You’. Russell is a 
former executive at ABC 
Eber and created suet 

rograms for young people 
like ‘Schoolhouse Rock? and 
the ‘ABC Afterschool 
Specials.’ 

Mr. Russell is no light 
weight when it comes 10 
helping teach young people 
something about matters 0 
the heart.

our lives. He ultimately con- 
cludes that with some work 
we all can learn to recognize 
and appreciate these ‘winks’ 
if only we would take the 
time to open our eyes. 

What to me had seemed 
like a dream came with the 
realization that I had found 
a subject in Mr. Kelley who 
had managed to touch the 
hearts, the minds and the 
souls of thousands of young 
people. Now, Maralynn 
Johnson has not only con- 
nected with Mr. Kelley with 
her very similar story of 
years in the New England 
Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children, but with several of 
the Peabody Home ‘kids.’ 

Kelley and Johnson each 
had tuberculosis and lived in 
the Peabody Home years 
apart, and now Johnson was 
sending more ‘Godwinks’ 
my way helping me to con- 
nect with and get to know 
three others who had spent 
years building successful 
lives after some time spent 
in the New England 
Peabody Home. After some 
phone conversations | with 
the Peabody Home kids’, 
books were ordered, and of 
course that is-very nice, but 
the real charge that I got 
from our book signings and 
conversations with readers 
was that Mr. Kelley’s story 
had truly touched people. 

First, they were surprised 
at the story of his time in 
the Peabody Home. And 
then some of that shock 
turned to respect combined 
with a teaching moment. 
Kelley and Johnson will be 
teachers in the truest sense 
of the word until the day 
they die. 

When I came home, one of 
the first orders of business 
was to set up a lunch date 
with Maralynn Johnson. 
The retired Newton teacher 
wanted a place where we 
could talk, so The Chateau 
in Waltham seemed like a 
fine spot. Mr Kelley (I’ve 
finally stopped calling him 
‘Frank’- I often settle for 
‘eoach) and Johnson had 
talked a couple times on the 


phone but the face-to-face © 
meeting was another of © 


those ‘Godwinks’ for me. 


I probably should have’ - 
done a bit more listening, ’- 


but the tape recorder was”

and was ready to share the

There 
was not enough time 
between bites of my lobster 
ravioli. Mr. Kelley and 
Maralynn had a lot to offer 
this typist, so maybe it was 
time to stop stuffing my face 
and listen up. Hey, I might 
miss another one of those 
hard-to-come-by these-days 
‘Godwinks.’ 

Johnson, who in the book 
offers up much insight (and 
opinion) on her days at the 
Peabody Home, was far 
from finished. I leaned for- 
ward. This my friends, was 
another teaching moment - 


some minutes before I real-—. 
ized that another one of= 
those ‘winks’ was about to-- 


come my way. 

“Rather than looking at it: 
(Peabody Home) as a bad - 
experience it’s what made - 
us different. It’s what made - 
us independent. It’s what- 
made us strong,” noted” 
Johnson. 

So strong that she recoy-- 
ered from what doctors - 
called ‘bovine tuberculosis’. - 
which children in Johnson’s 
day got from drinking 
unpasteurized milk. 
Maralynn surmises that she ® 
acquired her illness when ° 
she drank some of the mifk ° 
offered with her cookies 
while visiting a farm in New 
Hampshire. That fact is not 
in the book. I was only 
beginning to learn by listen. - 
ing which to many of ys~- 
these days is a too often” 
neglected skill.

Mr. Kelley looked at kids 
differently when he was 
teaching,” says Johnson. “I 
bet than in his classroom he 
told kids that they could, 
therefore they did.” 

And, there was the major 
league life lesson of the 
Peabody Home. 

“Where would I have been 
today — what would I have 
done with my lifetime had it 
not been for the Peabody 
Home? The option for me was 
that doctors were going to 
amputate my foot. There was 
no medicine,” said Johnson. 

But there were plenty of 
teachers and other kids their 
age. The young patients were 
not shut in a room and 
shunned. They received at 
the time (1930’s early 1940’s) 
what was considered state-of- 
the-art health care. Both Mr. 
Kelley and Johnson bristle at 
the notion that the Peabody 
: Home was a bad place for 
these young patients. They 
point to their lives as solid 
evidence that the experience 
| was more than worthwhile. 
| Lunch is almost finished, 
and Mr. Kelley eagerly awaits 
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his strawberry sundae. All 
this ‘tree-talking’ can make a 
guy hungry. Like Mr. Kelley, 
Maralynn sometimes has 
trouble going into a local 
market for groceries. Like 
Mr. Kelley, there never really 
is that quick purchase. of 
bread and milk. 

“My husband won’t go into 
Hanaford’s in Waltham or the 
Star Market in Auburndale 
because I meet so many peo- 
ple,” beams Johnson between 
bites of her stir-fried chicken. 
“I meet so many people. I 
love it. Maria, who works at 
the Star Market, still calls me 
teacher.” Maralynn pauses to 
make a point. If you aren’t 
already- listen up people. 

“I always told the kids- if 
teachers aren’t giving you 
homework, they are cheating 
you,” says Johnson. 

By this point in the meal, I 
hardly feel cheated. I just got 
a big-time ‘Godwink’. 

Before I hear anyone say 
that none of this stuff should 
be on the sports page- it says 
here that a whole lot of ath- 
letic success begins in the 
classroom. Relationships are 


built with athletes by teach- 
ers who often can be coaches 
after the bell rings. 

If students learn to listen in 
the classroom, maybe they 
will get more out of any prac- 
tice than they ever thought 
was possible. Am I getting too 
down-and-out philosophical 
for you? Maybe it might be 
time to send another ‘wink’ 
your way. I'll let Mr. Kelley 
handle this one. 

“Every once in a while I 
would say to the kids- I don’t 
want to hear the words- ‘I 
can’t’. If I said those words, I 
would still be in the hospital.” 

You should always get the 
last word coach. Thanks for 
lunch- and of course another 
one of those very special 
‘Godwinks’.

raise over 


$10,000 in bike ride event

There are hundreds of ways 
to raise money for cancer. 
But hosting a Pan-Mass 
Challenge Kids’ Bike ride has 
proven to a good way for Sue 
Hendee and the Wilmington 
community. They’ve done so 
for the past six years, and 
last Sunday’s 2011 ride was as 
successful as ever. 

Just about 100 young 
cyclists rode in this year’s 
event on Sunday at the 
Boutwell Elementary School 
in Wilmington. They raised 
over $10,000 for the Dana 
Farber Institute and the 
Jimmy Fund, and they’re still 
counting. 

“You could just go online 
and make a donation to any 
place that you want, but I 
think [the PMC Kids’ Ride is] 
special,” said Hendee, who 
organizes the event with 
Carolyn Priem. “The reason 
why I like it is because it 
involved physical activity, it 
promotés a lifetime fitness 
activity for the kids and I 
know that actually some of 
the kids that have rode in our 
ride are looking into the 
future and want to do the 
adult PMC as well, which 
think is a really cool thing 
because I’ve been doing that 
for over 20 years and it’s real- 
ly a great event.” 

The event featured music, 
entertainment, raffles and 
prizes, and was a fun and 
enjoyable event for all, but 
Hendee was hopeful that the 
participants would see the 
deeper meaning behind the 
day. 

“J hope the kids understand 
that it is a fun a event and it 
is nice to do all of the stuff 
that we have — they get a cool 
T-shirt and it's fun to ride and 
get face paint and eat hot 
dogs and that stuff — but it 
really is about trying to raise 
money and trying to find a 
cure for cancer,” said 
Hendee. “[Overall], it went 
well, the kids had fun, we did- 
n't have any accidents or 
problems, and we've raised 
$10,000 so far but I think 
we've raised even more than 
that. 

“The kids are allowed to 
fundraise all the way through 
October. We didn't have the 


numbers year that we had 
hoped for but considering 
that we had about 30 or 40 
fewer kids than last year, I 
think our numbers were pret- 
ty good.” 

Hendee figured the drop in 
participation had to do with 
other charitable fundraising 
events going on in town 
around this time of year. 

“There are a lot of things 
going on in Wilmington as far 
as fundraisers are concerned. 
I know that there was anoth- 
er road race [Sunday] after- 
noon. The Relay for Life is a 
big event in Wilmington 
another weekend, and they 
had a 5K run for another 
charity last weekend, so 
there's a lot going on.” 

But no matter how many 
people show up, Hendee said 
that any donation makes a 
difference. 

“Any kind of donation that 
we can make [helps]. [The] 
$10,000 [we raised] is still a 
lot of money, especially given 
that the numbers weren't that 
huge. And I also really think 
at the kids are going to do a 
good job of continuing to 
fundraise.” 

Next year, Hendee said they 
are really hoping to get the 
approval to advertise for the 
ride in the school system, to 
attract more riders to partic- 
ipate. She said that didn't 
happen this year, but they 
were hoping that this year 
was kind of a foot in the door, 
and then next year they will 
be able expand on it. They 
are also hoping to expand the 
ride and open it up to sur- 
rounding towns. 

An addition to this year’s 
ride was the Wilmington 
PMC Kids’ Ride official pedal 
partner, Lyndsey Pettengill. 
A pedal partner is a child 
who has been treated at the 
Dana Farber Cancer 
Institute. She was diagnosed 
with acute lymphoblast 
leukemia at age three, and is 
now six years old and in the 
first grade. All cyclists at the 
Wilmington event will ride in 
Pettengill’s honor and inspi- 
ration, and for the second 
year in a row, she will be 
strong enough to ride along- 
side them. 

“We had Lyndsey 
Pettengill’s mom speak to 


everybody as a little opening 
ceremony that we had,” said 
Hendee. “Obviously this is a 
very emotional topic for her. 
You could tell how genuinely 
thankful she was for events 
like this because it shows that 
not only does the Dana 
Farber Cancer Institute and 
the Jimmy Fund provide top 
notch health care, it also 
makes it a warm and inviting 
and friendly place for the 
children to go to. 

“The kids actually kind of 
forget that they’re being 
treated there because they 
have so many great thera- 
pists and doctors and nurses 
on staff who really know who 
to deal with kids, and also 
things to distract them from 
their treatments to make it 
fun.” 

Hendee said that Lyndsey 
Pettengill was very excited. 
Her sister Lauren also helped 
by volunteering at the food 
tent and she was helping 
hand out snacks to the kids. 

“It was nice to get the whole 
family involved,” Hendee 
said. “That’s the kind of thing 
that we like too, is bringing in 
entire families to come and 
enjoy the event. They stay 
there from start to finish, so 
that was nice too.” 

Hendee also added that the 
support among age groups 
was extremely prevalent as 
well. 

“We have different grade 
levels ride at different times 
just to keep fewer riders on 
the to keep it a little bit safer, 
so some kids may stay and 
cheer for a rather or sister 
who may be riding in the next 
group, or for a friend that 
they know or neighbor that 
they may know that rides in 
the next group.” 

But in the end, after all the 
PMC and the Jimmy Fund do 
for children, everything the 
Wilmington community could 
do to help out certainly went 
a long way. 

“] think that although there 
are other kids rides that raise 
a lot more money than we do, 
the PMC is very excited to 
have a community do whatev- 
er they can to help their orga- 
nization,” said Hendee. “What 
they provide for the kids is 
pretty amazing.”

The numbers regarding use of food pantries and soup 
kitchens by Massachusetts residents in recent years is stagger- 
ing, and one important local soup kitchen is running out of 
funds so rapidly it may not have enough to operate a = from 
now. 

A “Map the Meal Gap” study released recently by Feeding 
America, the national consortium of food banks, showed two 
alarming trends. 

The study pointed out that it will take 88.7 million more 
meals to provide three square meals a day to everyone in need 
in Massachusetts. Data also showed that nearly half of those 
who go hungry earn too much money to qualify for governmen- 
tal nutrition assistance under current standards, and are forced 
to rely on charity. 

Nearly half of Massachusetts residents who responded to the 
study said they lacked enough food to meet basic family needs 
fully, because they have income 200 percent above the federal 


_ poverty line for a family of four. 


In 2009, nearly one out of every 10 state residents relied on a 
food pantry, soup kitchen, or shelter, up 23 percent over four 
years before, according to another survey conducted in 2010 by 
Feeding America, a network of 200 food banks around the coun- 


In the Middlesex East readership area, many families in 
need are served by The Dwelling Place, a community soup 
kitchen located at the United Methodist Church on Main Street 
in Woburn center. It offers hot dinners on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Saturdays, year round, to all who come - some 
for the free food, some for the fellowship, and some for both. All 
are welcome, and no questions are asked about financial cir- 
cumstances. It is the only soup kitchen serving Woburn, 
Winchester, Burlington, and Wilmington. 

According to Reverend Leslie Hastings, Assistant Pastor of 
the Wilmington United Methodist Church in Wilmington, The 
Dwelling Place got its start 23 years ago. 

“The seeds were planted in 1987 at an ecumenical Lenten 
meeting at St. Charles Borromeo Church in Woburn center,” 
said Rev. Hastings. “The pastor had invited a group to view a 
film on world hunger, and it spawned a discussion about what 
could be done locally to help people in need. Meetings were 
held over the summer to determine what would work best, and 
the group settled on a soup kitchen. The planners accepted the 
offer of the United Methodist Church of Woburn to house the 
program. 

“Initially, at least, clergy and laity from all four Catholic 
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The ‘Dwelling Place’ serves many

parishes, the mainline Protestat churches, and the Greek 
Orthodox Church took part,” coitinued Hastings. “The unex- 
pected benefit was a great sene of mutual acceptance and 
cooperation within the town's clurches. Nikki Kouletsis from 
the Greek Orthodox Church stepred in very early to plan menus 
and coordinate volunteers. Her diughter, Dene, still represents 
that church and is currently thechairperson of The Dwelling 
Place Board of Directors.” 

A set schedule for distributionof meals to mcg individuals 
was quickly established. 

“Meals were scheduled at firs for two nights a week,” said 
Hastings. “On the very first night no one showed up to eat. Rev. 
Bill Flug, the pastor of the Unted Methodist Church, and I 
walked through the downtown ara and invited folks from the 
streets and alleys. Over the net few months, word quickly 
spread and we were regularly erving up to 15 people each 
time. At times over the years, thitt number has swelled to near- 
ly 60 people.” 

A year after its inception, the Dwelling Place began to serve 
three nights a week, and has emtinued to do so to this day, 
totalling well over 70,000 mealsprepared and, Hastings esti- 
mates, another 20-30,000 taken hane. 

“One of the other important ople from early on was John 
Stannard of the United Methodis Church,” said Hastings. “He 
was there from the very early diys, and eventually supervised 
all three nights a week for many ears, right up until the day of 
his death in late 2010.”

“I was part of the planning gnup and very active until 2005, 
when I became assistant paste of the Wilmington United 
Methodist Church. Since John’; death, I have become the 
supervisor on two Monday night: a month.” 

Hastings said that on most tights, less than 10 volunteers 
manage to help so many familes throughout the Middlesex 
East readership area. 

“On a typical evening, 4-7 pople work setting the tables, 
cooking the food, serving, and cleaning up,” said Hastings. 
“Each volunteer group does one aight a month.” 

Groups currently involved involunteering at The Dwelling 
Place include First Congregational Church and Crawford 
Memoriai United Methodist *hurch (Winchester), Hope 
Christian Church and Burligton Presbyterian Church 
(Burlington), Wilmington Jnited Methodist Church 
(Wilmington), North Congregtional Church, the Greek 
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VOLUNTEER LINDA SIMPSON of Crawford 
Memorial United Methodist Church in Winchester, 
fixes salad for guests at The Dwelling Place on a 
recent evening. The Dwelling Place is located at the 
United Methodist Church of Woburn, 523 Main St., and 
it has served hot dinners every Monday, Wednesday, 
and Saturday evening for the past 23 years. Crawford 
Memorial is one of 13 different groups providing a 
complete meal once a month for 20-25 guests.

Aside from the dollar 
signs that Disney execs 
must have been seeing at 
the box office, Sparrow’s 
story seemed to have 
wrapped up nicely at the 
end of ‘Pirates’ 3. 

But now we are given a 
fourth tael (which sets up 
another three movies), 
where Sparrow crosses 
paths with the enigmatic 
Angelica (Penélope Cruz). 
He's not sure if it's love, or 
if she's a ruthless con artist 
who's using him to find the 
fabled Fountain of Youth.

Because of this, 
"Stranger Tides" has narra- 
tive momentum, and moves 
quicker than the past couple 
of Jack Sparrow movies. 

You need a map to follow 
along with the plot, which 
gets confusing at times. 
Part of the movie is set in 
London and part of it is in 
Spain, but the Fountain of 
Youth stuff takes everyone 
somewhere that looks a lot 
like a left-over set piece 
from TV’s "Lost," and could 
be Hawaii. 

Even with these com- 
plaints, the film is worth 
seeing. Depp's Jack 
Sparrow is still a great 
comic creation. He appears 
to be having fun playing the 
character, and as long as he 
doesn’t become bored with 
the tales, the films will 
work. 

They may be looking for 
the Fountain of Youth, but 
Depp have already found it 
in this iconic character, who 
prints money for Disney 
bosses as well as he sails 
the seven seas.

Kristen Wiig looks like 
the first female star from

Producer Judd Apatow 
(Knocked Up, The 40-Year-

vehicle intended for a large- 
ly female audience in 
‘Bridesmaids’, with Wiig 
starring as Annie, a maid of 
honor whose life unravels as 
she leads her best friend, 
Lillian (Maya Rudolph), 
and a group of colorful 
bridesmaids (Rose Byrne, 
Melissa McCarthy, Wendi 
McLendon-Covey and Ellie 
Kemper) on a wild ride 
down the road to matrimo- 


Annie's life is a mess. 
But when she finds out her 
lifetime best friend is 
engaged, she simply must 
serve as Lillian's maid of 
honor. Though lovelorn and 
broke, Annie bluffs her way 
through the expensive and 
bizarre rituals. With one 
chance to get it perfect, 
she'll show Lillian and her 
bridesmaids just how far 
you'll go for someone you 
love 

Apatow’s name alone 
sells movie tickets these 
days, as it has become syn- 
onymous with raunchy- 
sweet R-rated comedies. 
Their heroes are vulgar, 
with a human side - but 
always men. 

The argument coud be 
made that ‘Bridesmaids’ is 
meant for the male market 
as well, with much of its 
humor based on crude and 
sexually suggestive jokes, 
but the stars are all women, 
and the point of view the 
story is told from is certain- 
ly female. It’s outrageous, 
very funny and smart about 
the way people seek out 
affection. It is an emotional- 
ly intelligent movie, while at 
the same time is a lowbrow 
comedy that attempts to 
win your heart. 

Wiig cowrote the script, 
and she is simply terrific at 
communicating the anxi- 
eties tha come with her 
friend Lillian marrying up a 
social class, while she her- 
self is stuck without a rela- 
tionship or fiscal security. 

Wiig is the star of the 
film, but the flick features a 
fine supporting cast, includ- 
ing powerhouse Melissa 
McCarthy, improv specialist 
Wendi MclLendon-Covey 
from Reno 911, and Elle 
Kemper, playing the same 
wide-eyed lass that she 
does on The Office. 

Bridesmaids is a chick 
flick for chick-flick haters 
and proves that girls can be 
as raunchy, and funny, as 
guys.

This latest installment of

Their 
battle brings them to Earth, 
where they catch the eye of 
the government, led by 
Clark Gregg's witty fed. 
Thor is also studied by three 
scientists (Natalie Portman, 
Stellan Skarsgard, Kat 
Dennings) who befriend the 
man with the muscles after 
he arrives on earth. 

The actors don’t have a 
lot of time on the big screen, 
but they make the most of 
it.

One day last year, Kathy 
Lucero and John McElhiney 
were walking through Calvary 
Cemetery’s “S” section, next 
to the Jewish Cemetery fence. 
They were there to identify 
points of interest that could be 
used for the next Woburn 
Historical Society Trolley 
Tour. Many of the names were 
familiar to them, such as WWI 
veterans Lawrence LaCasse, 
Dr. Thomas Caulfield and 
Peter Fleming. But, what 
made them remarkable to 
Kathy Lucero was what she 
didn’t see; many of the veter- 
an’s graves, some dating to 
the Civil War, were missing 
the bronze flag holders indi- 
cating the War in which the 
soldiers served. 

After many hours of 
research at the Woburn Public 
Library, Kathy discovered 
another piece of Woburn’s for- 
gotten history. A police report 
in the Times dated October 11, 
1940 stated that “marauders” 
had stolen the metal markers, 
probably in order to melt 
them down for sale. The inci- 
dent was corroborated when 
Kathy found the original 
Woburn Police report dated 
the day before. 

That’s when the real work 
began. Kathy combed 
through newspaper archives 
and military records before 
walking the entire cemetery 
multiple times with Bill 
Sweeney, a Historical Society 
member, to identify additional 


final resting places will be 
marked by an American Flag 
in time for Memorial Day, in 
tribute and thanks for their 
service and for the honor they 
brought to Woburn. 
Coincidentally, this year 
marks the 150th anniversary 
of the start of the Civil War. 
Their graves have been partic- 
ularly difficult to identify due 
to the ravages of time and 
weather on their gravestones.

THE HOME STRETCH

“Article 31 sought to accept 
the Stretch Energy Code,” 
notes the Tewksbury “Town 
Crier.” 

“The Stretch Energy Code 
is one of the five criteria that 
are required in order for a 
town to apply for Green 
Community Designation. 
Such a designation could lead 
to grants and other funding 
for projects. Historic homes 
are exempt from such regula- 
tion. The Stretch Energy 
Code seeks to regulate the 
design and construction of 
buildings for more efficient 
energy conservation. 

“The Stretch Energy Code 
had been defeated previously 
at a Special Town Meeting 
held on October 5, 2010. That 
evening, the initial standing 
vote determined that the Code 
had been defeated by a single 
vote, which led to a second 
standing vote. The result of 
the second standing vote 
came in at 44 in favor and 47 
opposed, and the measure 
was defeated. 

“On its second appearance 
on a Town Meeting warrant, 
however, things turned out dif- 
ferently. 

“Selectwoman Anne Marie 
Stronach, who is also the 
Chairwoman of the Green 
Committee, spoke in favor of 
the article. 

“One resident said that he

How to manage 
medications at home 


Turn on the television 
and you're likely to be inun- 
dated with commercials for 
the latest prescription med- 
ications that should be dis- 
cussed with a _ doctor. 
According to "Generation 
Rx: How Prescription Drugs 
Are Altering American 
Lives, Minds, and Bodies," 
by Greg Crister, the average 
number of prescriptions 
drugs taken per person, 
annually, in 2004 was 12. It is 
estimated that people will 
spend over $400 billion on 
prescription drugs by the 
end of 2011. Individuals who 
take multiple medications 
may find it difficult to man- 
age them all. 


The challenge of manag- 
ing medications can be diffi- 
cult for anyone but particu- 
larly for seniors. Some orga- 
nizational strategies and a 
little help from others may 
be the keys to getting meds 
straight. 


First and foremost, it's 
important that doctors and 
pharmacists know of all the 
medications that are being 
taken. It's a good idea to use 
one pharmacy to fill pre 
scriptions. This way it will 
have a record of medication 
use and can alert to drug 
interactions that may be 
dangerous, which could oth- 
erwise go undetected. And 
remember, over-the-counter 
supplements, vitamins and 
medicines count, too. They 
should be mentioned at the 
doctor's office or, at the 
very least, when getting a 
new prescription filled at 
the pharmacy. Herbal reme- 
dies and other items — even 
foods — can interact with 
certain drugs. For example, 
it's best to avoid grapefruit 
juice while taking many of 
the _cholesterol-lowering 
statins available. 

Purchasing a medication 


organizer can be the next 
step to getting drugs in 
check. There are a number 
of different styles and sizes 
available. Seniors may want 
to enlist the help of a family 
member to sort through 
pills at the beginning of 
each week and place the 
right pills in each compart- 
ment. 


Knowing which days. to 
take each medication is 
sometimes not enough. 
Certain medications must 
be taken at different inter- 
vals each day, often inviting 
confusion. A chart listing 
the times of each medica- 
tion posted next to where 
the prescriptions are kept 
can help. A watch with a 
timer or an alarm clock can 
be programmed to chime as 
a reminder. Tech-savvy peo- 
ple can program smart 
phones or PDAs with 
reminders to alert when it's 
time to take a pill. There are 
even advanced pill dispens- 
ing systems that can be pro- 
grammed to dispense med- 
ication according to a set 
schedule. The Maya from 
MedMinder.com is one to 
consider or the Philips 


Medication Dispensing 
Service at 
ManageMyPills.com. 


People who are worried 
about an elderly relative 
can enlist the help of med- 
ication reminder services 
that can call or message a 
person to keep track of pills. 
They also may provide 
reminders about doctors' 
appointments. 

There are a number of 
options available to help 
make organizing care a lit- 
tle easier. Safety should be 
the top priority when there

Did you know? 


According to a 2010 study 
conducted by researchers at 
the Sleep and Neuroimaging 
Laboratory at the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, a midday nap 


might just make you 
smarter. 
The study was conducted 


with the help of 39 college 
students, each of whom was 
asked to learn a series of 
new names and faces at 
noon and match the faces a 
few minutes later. 

The same test was then 
performed at 6 p.m. that 
same day. A group of the 
participants who took a nap 
at 2 p.m. performed better 
than those students who did 
not nap. The latter group, in 
fact, had a_ significant 
decline in memory test 


scores. Researchers’ credit 
the nap with refreshing the 
brain, and they credit the 
study with showing that the 
brain's ability to absorb 
new information declines 
over the course of a typical 
day. 

When a person naps, that 
decline seems to _ be 
reversed. However, 
researchers noted that col- 
lege students, who generally 
do not get adequate sleep, 
might not make the best 
subject matter thanks to 
typically poorsleeping 
habits. 

Men and women who do 
get adequate sleep might 
not experience any 
improved memory if they 
take a nap during the day.

Once perennials are in 
place, there is relatively mini- 
mal maintenance that is 
required. The tune-ups that 
may be needed are some 
deadheading to promote new 
and stronger growth and some 
cleaning up after winter 
before the new blooming sea- 
son takes place. 


Once the early spring sea- 
son arrives and the ground is 
not too muddy or rain-soaked, 
clear out any leaves and 


debris that have gathered 


around where perennials are 
located. Gardeners can also 


till the mulch or soil in these 


areas to aerate the planting 
beds 


Using shears, cut down any 
dead grasses, stems and 
stalks from spent perennials 
that overwintered. Remove 
any dead wood and broken 
branches. Be careful not to 
trim spring-blooming shrubs 
because some flowers bloom 
on year-old stems and this can 
cause the plant not to flower. 

Perennials that aren't flow- 
ering as well as they used to 
or have dead centers may 
need to be divided to promote 
stronger growth. This should 
be done in early spring before 
the plant blooms or late fall 
before the winter arrives. 
Dividing plants and replanti- 
ng not only grows the garden, 
but also it is a healthy revital- 
ization for the plant. 


Gardeners who prefer to 
take a laid-back approach to 
gardening may appreciate the 
ease with which a beautiful 
and easy-to-maintain land- 
scape can be created with 
perennials.

Oatmeal Raisin Muffin recipe 


A healthy diet is often mis- 
taken for one that is devoid of 
desirable foods.

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 dash salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 egg whites 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup applesauce 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2/3 cupraisins ~ 

Preheat oven to 375 F and 
spray muffin tins: to grease. 
Soak oats in the milk for sev- 
eral minutes. Sift together the 
flour and dry ingredients. Mix 
together the egg, sugar, apple- 
sauce and vanilla. 

Blend the wet ingredients 
and the oats. Fold in the dry 
ingredients, then the raisins. 

Spoon batter into muffin 
tins. Bake for 15 to 20 minutes.

High unemploy- 
ment, tight credit and a lin- 
gering fear that prices will fall 
further have discouraged 
many would-be buyers.

Federal Reserve governor, 
said Tuesday that the jump in 
gas prices since February has 
contributed to a slowdown in 
big purchases by consumers. 

At the same time, Brad 
Hunter, chief economist with 
Metrostudy, noted. that the 
number of foreclosures has 
slowed in some areas because 
of backlogged state courts. A 
result is that builders in desir- 
able locales are "raising 
prices, indicating some recov- 
ery in those submarkets."
